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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 10-12, and 18-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 10-12 is being Indefinite as the claimed element "reference data" is the 
same as in claim 9, line 2 or the applicant introducing new or second reference data. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: It is not clear 
how and where "a client/server environment" is connected to a feature based translation 
system. Claims 19-23 are included in this rejection because of their dependency. 

Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 21 72.01 . The omitted steps are: The step "a) providing a server - 
—a user interface", it is not clear how step a) is linked with rest of the steps of the claim. 
Claims 25-33 are included in this rejection because of their dependency. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the International application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty In the English language. 

4. Claims 14, 16-17 18-36, 38 and 42 as best understood are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Etzion et al. (US 6,985,835). 

Regarding claims 14, 16-23, 36, 38 and 42 Etzion discloses a system for 
generating a target geometric from a source geometric including: 
Abstract: 

Computer implemented techniques for edge correlation between design objects in computer-aided 

Bn systems are provided. According to one embodiment, a source edge is exported from a sour ce 
system into a data representation in a global scene. The global scene is imported into a fe'ill^'di 
system so that one or more candidate IMSi edges can be identified. Once the candidate M^el 
edges are identified, they are exported into a data representation of a local scene. Through a series of 
techniques, which can include an edge overlap algorithm, a region containment algo rithm, a n edge 
containment algorithm, and an edge extension algorit hm, no n-overlapping candidate feVtb'dj edges are 
removed from the local scene until a correlated set of mme^ edges is produced. Design features, such a 
round or chamfer operation, can then be p erformed in the i^^MsdM system on the correlated set of 
edges, just as they are in the source i^if system. 



As stated above and as best understood (35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph) of 
the claimed invention, the system of Etzion inherently possesses the capacity to 
translate one format of CAD to another format. 

Regarding claims 24-33. the system of Etzion inherently possesses the method 
of generating a target geometric model from a source geometric model. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-9 and 13 have been allowed. 
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6. Claims 15, 37, 39 and 40-41 have been objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Call et al., Bogdan et al., Rappoport, Tsao, and Bentley et al. 
disclose related art.
